Feng: Fengtien Claims of Successes

Peking, Apr. 10, 

There is little doubt here now 
that the real Fengticti offensive 
against Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang 
has opened after preliminary 
flourishes in Shantung and Shan- 

Officers, returning with Gen- 
eral Chang’ Hsuch-liang (Marshal 
Chang's son) on Saturday, gave a 
circumstantial report of a Fengtien 
surprise attack across the Chang 
River, which resulted in 1500 of the 
Kuominebun being made prisoners, 
a3 well as the capture of large 
quantities of munitions. This re- 
port is now substantially confirmed 
by foreign observers, 

Tovdlay it is reported in Fengtien 
cireles that their front has been 
pushed into Honan, past Changteh, 
and accordingly the local military 
people are jubilant, 

News from the Hsuchow (Nort’ 
Kiangsu) area is absolutely nil, 
emphasizing the belief here that. 
General Chiang Kai-shek will not 
‘move while Marshal Feng’s fate is 
doubtful, though Peking continues 
to announce that Marshal Sua 
Chuan-fang will advance towards 
Tsaochow, despite the enemy's pre- 
parations on his flank. 

‘The recent Fengtien advanee from 
the Kin-Han railway to the Ching- 
hsing mines on the Taiyuan railway. 
is amply confirmed, but the best. 
informed people believe that this 
was done through General Yen 
Hsih-shan’s (the Shansi Tuchun's) 
withdrawal, affording him an excuso 
not to support Feng,

Foreign obscrvers share this view 
but believe that politics ‘in the 
South will foree Chiang Kai-shek to 
make a demonstration, Therefore, 
they expect action on the part of 
the Nationalist expedition within 
the next week. 

‘A personal letter from Taiyuanfu 
reporting an interview with Yen 
Hsi-shan says that he is so torn 
between bitterly hostile politicians 
that he is virtually distracted, and 
is expressing the wish that he could 
be well out of it all. 

Cavalry to Raid Feng’s Rear 

News from the front in North 
Shansi reports heavy desertions of 
Shansi troops to the Fengtien side. 

About a month ago a powerful 
raidifig force of Fengtien cavalry 
numbering some 12,000, left Pao- 
taofu for Kansu, for the purpose 
of creating a diversion in Feng Yu- 
hsiang’s rear and to cut hi 
munications with Soviet Russia, 

It is believed that this force is 
now in the vicinity of  Ninghsia 
but no reports of fighting have yet 
been received here, 


Fengtien Offensive Ordered 
Peking, Apr. 6. 
General Chu Yu-pu has wired to 
the Cabinet announcing that he has 
ordered a general offensive against 

‘the Kuominchun on the Tamingfu

Marshal Sun Chuan-fang has left

Nanking messages, under date of 
April 8, state that the Nationalist, 
Government has appointed Gen. Li 
‘Tsung-jen as Commander-in-Chict of| 
the Fourth Nationalist Army Group. 
‘This appointment virtually places 
Gen. Li on the samo footing as Gen. 
Chiang Kai-shek, Marshal Peng Yu- 
hsiang and Gen, Yen Hsih-san. 


Gen. Li, together with Lieut 
General Huang Han-chung (repres- 
tentative of Gen, Lu Chung-lin), ax- 
rived in Hankow from Changsha on 
the 7th instant, and is busy arrang- 
ing to send his troops to their 
Positions on the Peking-Hankow 
Railway in northern Honan, where 
they will reinforce the troops of 
Gens. Lu Chung-lin and Liu Tsen- 
hua, Heutenants of Marshal Feng 
‘Yuchsiang. 

‘The Fourth Army Group will com- 
prise the 7th and 19th Nationalist 
Army Corps, whieh were originally 
under Gen. ‘Li Tsung-jen, and t 
Whole of Gen. Pel Teugcha's. 2nd 
Route Armies hs well as Gen, Chen 
Chien's 4th Route Armies, together 
‘with the 12th Route Armies (Hunan. 
80), under Gen. Li Ping-hsien. 

It 1s also roported from Nanking 
that the vanguard of the 10th Army 
Corps has alrondy arrived at Sin- 
yangchow and Chengchow, whore it 
waits to be ferried over to’the north 
of the Yellow River. ‘The main 
body of troops, under the personal 
eommand of Gen. Li Tsung-jen, are 
‘expected shortly to be at the’ war 
front. ‘They are supposed tosact as 
general reserves for Marshal Feng 
in the Peking-Hankow Railway zone, 
while, the Yunnanese troops, under 
Gon. Chu Pei-teh, from Kiangsi, will 
strengthen Gon, Chiang Kai-shek in 
the Tientsin-Pukow Railway zone.

Southern ‘Troops Movements 

Up river reports bring the news 
that the situation at Hankow shows 
no change, Two tugs and lighters, 
‘one belonging to Messrs. Butterfield 
& Swire, and one to Messrs. Jardine, 
‘Matheson & Co. were on fire on two 
‘miles above Hangkow from both 
banks of the river by soldiers who 
attempted also to board the tugs 
from junks. 

‘About 1,000 troops arrived at Wu- 
hu from up river on April 10, and 
few hundred went down river. 

‘The outstanding tobacco tax dis- 
pute has been settled at Wohu by 
the Education Bureau of Anhui 
agreaing to accept $70,000 from the 
Nanking Government, 

Much troop movement is reported 
from Nanking with approximately 
1,000 arrivals from Pukow to Nan- 
King. It ig estimated that during 
the last thrte weeks roughly 80,000 
troops and six battalions of artillery

ammunition and stores have been 
sent to the northern front. An 
‘estimate of the number of Nation- 
alist troops in the Hsuchowfu area 
gives 250,000, 

A visit to the Concession at Chin- 
Kiang on April 10 showed that 500 
troops still remain but several hund- 
red have been transferred up river.

At the same 
time, should he suffer a defeat, he 
will forced to resign and will be 
blamed for the failure of the North- 
em Expedition. Should he be 
vietorious, his men will be tired and 
many of them will be killed, so that 
his forees will not be able to stand 
up against the Hankew troops who 
‘are not participating in the war and 
therefore will be fresh. There is 
also considerable speculation in 
Nanking as to the relations between 
Hankow and Marshal Feng Yu- 
hsiang. 

Among General Chiang Kai-shek’s 
ports are regard.

‘They insist that “Hankow will 
ultimately support General Chiang 
and that his dolay is part of his 
Programme. He is vniting for! 
Fengtion to become so embroiled in 
their war against Shansi and Honan 
that all that will be necessary will 
bo push into Shantung and the 
North will crumple, 

‘One may take either of these re- 
ports as he pleases. They are pro- 
bably both somewhat right. 


Why Marshal Li Stayed in Nanking’ 

Marshal Li Chi-sen’s protracted 
visit to Nanking and his departure, 
which appears to be so sudden, has 
given rise to considerable specula- 
tion. But investigations lead to no 
Political mysteries. 

Marshal Li had no intention of 
remaining in Nanking more than 
two or three days. After he 
rived in the capital, however, 
General Chiang Kai-shek was so 
hospitable to him that there seemed 
no way out of the situation, from 
‘a Chinese standpoint; but to stay a 
Tittle longer to save General 
’s face. Then, he was asked 
by his friends in Nanking to take 
up the post of Chief-of-Stait and

An important manifesto has been 
addressed by Gen, Chiang Kai-shek 
to the friendly Powers, in which the

peals to them to desist from sup- 
porting the Northern militarists 
and to maintain an absolutely 
neutral position so far as China's 
civil warfare is concerned. 

Gen, Chiang, in the manifesto, 
says: 

China's freedom and inde- 
pendence are matters which involve 
the peace of the whole world, ‘This 

‘a_matter which all foreigners 
‘and Chinese with any understanding 
at all will readily realize. China 
has huge territories, the world’s 
largest population and immense 
natural resources of immeasurable 
value, but she does not have an 
equal’ and independent position in 
the family of nations. Certain 
selfish and aggressive persons wish 
to create trouble in the Far East, 
‘and to cause anothor breach of the 
world’s peace. ‘They are waiting 
for an opportunity to begin their 
machinations in order to carry out 
their aggressive plans, All’ will 
understand this, 

‘The Importation of Munitions 
‘During the past years China’ 
civil warfare has continued without 
cessation because the militarists 
have received the support of the 
imperialists. Arms and ammuni- 
tion are constantly being imported 
into China, Huge sums of money 
are secretly being lent to the 
militarists, One always hears about 
these affairs. The  militarists 
dream of uniting China by foree,

‘And yet they oppose the power of 






fare in this unhappy coun- 

is the cause of manifold 
sufferings to the Chinese people 
‘and it interferes with their rightful 
‘aspirations. Foreigners living in 
China [and others -who love this, 
country are unhappy because of 
this, 

“it this unhappy state of affairs 
continues indefinitely and if the 
militariets sell our country and 
cause trouble while the sun shines, 
China's sovereign rights will be 
thrown away. We do not know how 
long these troubles will continue, 
but, if they are not stopped, the 
stronger nations «will fight amonz 
themselves like hunters after a 
deer, and thus China will be the 
‘cause, of another great world war 
in the Far East. If the Powers 
are drawn into the turmoil, the 
sufferings of the world will be far 
greater than those caused by the 
European War. The same causes 
which brought about the Europes 
War will lead to another world war 
in the Far East because China is 
a big country and it will be hard 
to divide her: oven if the whole 
world sheds blood, the Chinoss 
question cannot be solved, 

China's Self-Determination 

‘The Chincse question is a quos- 
tion for our own solution and of 
self-determination, Our late Pre- 

nt, Dr, Sun Yat-sen, devoted the 
whole’ of his life to the revolution, 
and the Kuomintang and the revolu- 
tionary forees will carry out his 





























matter which involves the peace of 
the world. 

“Militarism is an obstacle to 
world peace. Militarism is the 
vanguard of imperialistic aggres- 
sion. If militarism is not exter- 
minated, China will never havo 
perce. ‘The Chinese people will 
never be happy. The quarrels of 
the Powers in China will never 
cease, ‘The aim of the Kuomintang 
and the revolutionary forees, thero- 
fore, is to fight for China’ lom 
and’ equality. Our first step will 
be to drive out the militarists. In 
order to carry out this, all obstacles 
must be wiped away. ‘The anti- 
Northern expedition, therefore, ean- 
not be dropped. Ordinarily, a ni 
tional revolution is a matter for 
that nation only, and foreigners 
should not be involved. Ordinarily, 
everybody wants freedom and equal- 
ity. ‘The Chinese Kuomintang is 
fighting for these two objects. 
There is no ground for, foreign 
suspicion, I say this because the 
Northern militarists have boon 
spreading rumours to hoodwink the 
friendly Powers by alleging that 
our troops are anti-foreign.

Br, Quo Tai-chi, Commissioner of 
Foreign Affairs at Shanghai, has 
been dismissed by the Nationalist 
Government. Mr. Quo had previous 
ly resigned as Vice-Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. 

‘No. explanation was given for 
‘Mr. Qito's dismissal, although it has. 
been known for some time that Mr. 
Huang Fu, the Minister of Foreign 
‘Affairs, had been complaining to the 
Politiéal Couneit that Mr, Quo had 
declined to co-operate with him. 
‘Actually, it is: no secret that Mr. 
Quo hus not scen or communicated 
with’Mr. Huang since the latter's 
appointment to. the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. 

‘There is much of political back- 
ground in Mr. Quo's unwillingness 
to see Mr. Huang and his retaining 
for some time a post from which he 
ordinarily would have resigned in 
‘accordance with Chinese official 
methods, which require that all old 
officials leave when the new master 
comes upon the seene, 

When Dr, C. C, Wu loft for his 
trip abroad, he had been ordered to 
go as Minister of Foreign Affairs 
‘on a six months’ leave of absence 
and Mr. Quo was appointed Acting 
Minister. ‘The appointment of Mr 
Huang Fu was therefore regarded 
in some Kuomintang quarters as a 
breach of faith with both Dr, C. C. 
Wu and Mr. Quo. Furthermore, 
certain Kuomintang elements regard 
Mr. Huang as a Northerner and 
therefore ave personally unfriendly 
to him. My, Quo, according to re~ 
ports, took especial exception to 
this ‘appointment and held on. 
‘because he felt that his failure to 
resign and his unwillingness to see 
Mr, Huang Fu would serve as a 
striking protest against Mr, Huang’s 
‘appointment, 

Irish Promotion Offered 

Mr, Quo's friends state that man 
efforts were made to offer him other 
positions, soveral of which involved 
an Irish’ promotion with consider-

Relations with Foreigners 


Mx, Quo writes to General Tan 
Yen-kai as a member of the Kuo- 
mintang.

Political Council at Nanchang with 
Genaral Chiang Kai-shék’s approval, 
He arrived in Shanghai shortly 
after the Nationalist Army took 
possession and took up his post. 
Because of the Nanking Incident 
which had only reesntly occurred, 
“foreigners looked upon us as no 
different from the Communists. 
‘Their attitude toward our Govern- 
ment and Party was extremely un- 
friendly.” Mr. Quo then describes 
tho situation of those days, the 
barbed wires, arrival of foreign

“Considering the responsibility 
entrusted to me by the Party and 
Government, I felt that to make 
diplomatic progress, it was first

of this phase of the work, however 
difficult the conditions may have 
been, I believe that the result was 
satisfactory. 


Give Way Nothing 
“But while erenting amore friend 
ly atmosphere, I never, for one day, 
was unmindful of the dignity of our 
Government or the principle of our:

AMERICAN-NANKING 
AGREEMENT 





Divergent Press Points of View 
Expressed in the North 


Peking, Apr. 5. 

‘The “Peking Leader” and the

Speéial Commission to Investi- 
gate Revision 


‘The Nationalist Goverqment has 
passed series of regulations 
Eoverning the appointment of a 
Commission to Study and Revise the 
Treaties with foreign countries. 
‘The regulations state that the 
ry of Foreign Affairs shall 
make preparations for the revision 
of treaties, hence the appointment of 
the ‘Commission. ‘The “Commission 
shall be under the chairmanship of 
the Minister of Foreign Affaire and 
a vice-chairman shall be appointed 
by the said Minister. ‘The Minister 
of Foreign Affairs. shall have the 
ower to. decide upon the numb 
of commissioners to be appointed, 
‘and the latter shall be or have been 
high officials in either the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs or the Ministry 
‘of Justice, who shall have had ex- 
perience in treaty making, or who 
shall have specialized in the study 
of treaties.

RUSSIANS OF AMOY 
‘ ACQUITTED 


Detained Till it is Decided What 
to do with Them 


‘The five Russians who were ar 
rested at Amoy on September 30; 
and who have been imprisoned since 
then and have been tried in courts 
in Soochow and Nanking, have now 
been acquitted by the Special Pro- 
visional Criminal Court Nanking, 
which was created to try counter- 
revolutionaries. In spite of the 
fact that the five Russians have been 
‘acquitted, they are still under de 
tention becuuse the “interested par= 
ties” are given ten days from the 
time the decision is received to ap- 
peal from it, Although the decision 
‘was rendered on March 29, no appeal 
hhas been filed. 

‘At first, the court intended to ps 
the responsibility for this detention 
on to the French Consul at Amoy, 
fon the ground that he must have 
ten days from the time of receipt 
by him of the decision to appeal on 
the assumption that he initiated the 
arrest. But as the French authori 
ties took immediate steps to notify 
the Court authorities that they had 
nothing to do with the ease and no 
interest in it, the Court has now 
decided that the National Govern« 
‘ment and the Kiangsu Provincial 
Government must determine whether 
the five Russians are to be deported 
to Russia or are to. be given une 
conditional freedom. Until the 

Government and the 
Provincial Government file 
itements with the Court, 
these persons are to be detained, 
perhaps indefinitely. The situation 
then is that four men and one 
woman, acquitted by the Court which 
was especially created to try them, 
are still detained because the Court

There have 
been, and still are, shops where 
the ‘employees are mercilessly 
sweated and live from day to 
day on the ragged edge of want, 
But such things existed before 
‘the advent of machinery. Some 
of Barrie's earlier books give us 
glimpses of the life of weavers, 
in Scottish villages, who worked 
at hand-looms in their own 
houses. No men in these days 
work from daylight to dark as 
did those wage slaves. They 
were bowed with stooping over 
their task and earned in a wee'r| 
‘wages which a workman of to- 
day would not reckon high if 
received for one day's labour. 
‘The writer has seen women 
spinning cotton in a Chinese 
village and heard the hum of| 
the spinning wheel when the 
cock had already voiced the com-' 
ing of dawn. These _ women 
tolled at night because then the 
children were asleep and they’ 
could be uninterrupted at their 
task, ‘They were so far “me- 
chanized” that they extinguished

THE PORT OF SHANGHAI 
Apr. 10. 

‘The fifth revised and enlarged 
issue of the original report, first 
produced by the Engfneer-in- 
chief of the Whangpoo Conser- 
vaney in 1920, for the informa- 
tion of the international Com-| 
mission of Engineers who came 
‘out in the following year to con- 
sider the future requirements| 
of Shanghai as a world port, 
made its appearance a few days, 
ago. Like all the publications 
of the Board it is a mine of in- 
formation, concisely put and 
admirably arranged, and really 
no one who has an interest in

It strikes one as grotesque and 
deplorable that ocean-going 
ships should Have to coal at 
Hongkong and Moji, The coal 
resources of the Yangtze Valley 
aro probably overestimated in 
popular imagination and some 
‘of the deposits have been in- 
Jjured by unscientific working, 
But there is enough coal in 
southwest Kiangsu, Anhui and 
Kiangai to cut in effectively on 
the Japanese supply which is our 
main source, even if the quality 
{is not s0 good, when one remem- 
bers how cheaply it might be 
Drought here, in comparison with 
the cost of shipping the Japan- 
‘ese coal the requisite 500 to 800 
miles. Here, among other pro- 
blems, we are confronted with 
the general one of transport, on 
‘which the Whangpoo Conser- 
‘vancy report makes some weigh- 
ty observations. Still, in a coun- 
try 80 wonderfully watered as 
China, transport should surely 
be a simple matter.

Big ships 
throughout the world continue 
to multiply; Shanghai must be- 
stir itself to be able to accom- 
modate them; and the formid- 
able Fairy Flats stand in the 
way. The Whangpoo Conser- 
vancy publishes a_ terrifying 
diagram of what thie barrier 
means; and it is a fact that over 
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‘the top of it, at low tide,’ there

dificulty of 
dredging this are not to be un- 
derrated. On the other hand 
the Whangpoo itself, presenting 
equal if not greater problems, 
is witness to what can be done 
and how it can be paid for out 
of the trade of Shanghai, At

THE COST OF DEFENCE 
Apr. 

The financial report of the 

Municipal Couneil for the year 

1927, issued yesterday, throws a 
vivid light on the cost of defen: 











expected suxplus of Ti 
on the ordinary Budget, there 
was a deficit of Tis. ‘569,517. 
Defence works, by which, we 
‘suppose, are meant barbed wire, 
sand bags and the like, cost Tis, 
198,618. ‘The Russian unit 
stands at Tls, 78,112. And the 
expenditure ‘on Police at Tis. 
2,076,110 was Tis, 74,729 over 
the estimate. In addition there 
were the expenses of interned 
Chinese troops, Tis, 15,143, 
maintenance of 8. V. C. billets, 
transportation, capitation grants 
of Tis. 81,675, amounting in all 
to Tis, 186296. On the whole, 
‘one may feel surprised that thé 
defence of Shanghai did not cost 
the community more; and the 
attention of Chinese who pro- 
tested against the indispensable 
raising of the rates might be 
called to the immunity they en- 
joyed as compared with the 
wretched inhabitants of the sur- 
rounding districts during those 
terrible early months of last 
vyerr. 

Agtdinst these ‘necessary ox- 
penses, all extraordinary outlay 
was cut down to a minimum, 
only Tis, 1,771,496 as against an 
estimate of more than double 
that amount, For the first time 
for many years the Public Works 
epartment appears on the 
nder” side of the expenditure 
statement, having required Tis. 
323,993 less than the estimate. 
These reductions made it pos- 
sible to defer public borrowings 
until the end of the year when, 
we read, “it was decided to float 
a seven per cent, ten-year silver 
Joan, at the price of 96 per cent. 
‘A public issue of debentures to 
the nominal value of Tis. 1,750,- 
000 was opened on December 2, 
1927, and was closed on full 
subscription on January 30, 
1928.” Not being able to com- 
pete in popularity with grey- 
hound racing, the stock of which 
was, we believe, over-subscribed 
in a morning, the Council was 
fortunate to be able to do so 
well. It is noticeable that the 
number of active depositors in 
the Municipal Investment Bank 
fell off between the end of 1926 
‘and the end of 1927 from 1,814 
to 1,303 and only Tis. 108,100 
worth of debentures was allotted 
through the bank in 1927 as 
against nearly a million taels 
the year before. With the 
brighter days which we trust are 
now dawning, improvement in 
‘both these respects may con- 
fidently'be expected, 
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The Electricity Department 
proved its value to the communi- 
ty by providing ‘Tis. 1,200,000 
from its profits in 1926 towards 
Industrial revenue, Other sour- 
ces of profit under this heading 
‘were convict labour, conerete- 
ware manufactury, | Pingchiao 
quarry and the Public Works 
Department workshops, in all 
‘Tis, 130,000. ‘The idea occurs 
that the revenue from convict 
labour might be considerably in- 
creased, Now that it seems im- 
‘possible to get the death: sen- 
tences of the Provisional Court 
confirmed, or any form of 
punishment which will prove & 
real deterrent to armed robbers 
and kidnappers, why not make 

+ much larger use of these gentry 
for street cleaning, removal of 
refuse, and other disagreeable 
work? By’ chaining them to- 
gether in gangs as is done in 
‘the French Concession, the cost 
of providing warders’ to look 
after them would be small, the 
expense of their maintenance to 
the community would be sensibly 
diminished, and the sight of 
them thus unpleasantly engaged 
might cause other potential 
criminals to think twice before 
exposing themselves to a like 
risk. 














THE ROMANTIC SIDE OF 
REVENUE 
Apr. U. 

Only two days ago we were 
rogretting that the Council's 
Budget had been issued apart 
from the previous year’s Finan- 
cial Report, But with the actual 
appearance of the latter we are 
not so sure. For thus no gloomy 
anticipations of the future un- 
duly obtrude themselves to mar 
whatever pleasure we may pluck 
from reviewing the past: and 
retrospect is not always @ cauce 
for depondency. So, at least, the 
Commissioner of Revenue ' ap- 
pears to feel.’ It is true that 
Chinese agitation against the 
increased rates was annoying; 
and although “wiser counsels 
provailed,” and rates came to be 
collected in the normal way, it 
was “not until after a lot | of 
valuable time had been wasted 
and additional expenditure in- 
curred.” The latter thought 
must be specially disruptive of 
‘that urbanity without which no 
Commissioner of Revenue can do 
justice to himself or the public. 
But bad as things were they 
might have been worse. If 
receipts for 1927 did not reach 
the estimate, as compared with 
‘the previous year, they "show a 
substantial inerease’—a phrase 
of comfortable rotundity; and 
the ratepayers at their last 
meeting were eajoled into voting 
for another re-assessment of 
land values, which are sure to 
bring in something fat, when 
operative for the full year. 

‘Analysis of the returns throws 
curious lights on the year's his- 
tory. Most lurid is that supplied 
by wharfage dues, which fell 
away from Tls. 616,633 in 1926 
to Tis. 499,300 in 1927, Local 
unrest also affected the revenue 
from “theatres, cinematographs, 
carts and wheelbarrows” to a 
total of Tis, 23,787—a curious 
combination, thus put forward, 
perhaps, to remind us that, if 
ian will not work, neither shall 
he play. But the moral is spoilt 
by the discovery that sing-song 
houses showed a large gain, 
bringing in Tis, 13,189 more 
than anticipated. Why should 
these increase and theatres and 
cinemas decrease? Was it per- 
haps, that the foreign -troops 
felt "they could get enough 
movies in their own countries 
‘and, when in China, wanted to 
do as China does? Food hawk- 
ers’ licences, exceeding the 
estimate, yielded Tis. 70,135 
compared with only Tis. 69,332 
in the previous year, No one 
‘who habitually uses The Bund 
will have any difficulty in under. 
standing this record, though he 





























may not understand precisely 
why the hawkers are allowed 
there. ‘The most curious fact of 
all is that, whereas the number 
of bicycles licensed rose from 
1,254 in 1926 to 15436 in the 
bygone year, the revenue derived 
from them ‘increased by less 
than a thousand taels. ‘The rate 
of increase of motor vehicles— 
there are now 5,328 of them of 
all sorts—continues fairly nor- 
mal as compared with previous 
years, And there are still 198 
private, and 267 public carriages 
in Shanghai: would that the 
public ‘carriages might be sup- 
pressed altogether and their un- 
happy ponies sent to a merciful 
demise. But there are now only 
three sedan chairs left. There 
were seventeen ten years ago 
and every year they have become 
searcer and searcer. So. far 
from being taxed, they should 
be bought up at once as a 
nucleus for the museum the 
Council is going to have somé 
day. 

The Commissioner notes with 
obvious regret “indications that 
the supply of office accommoda- 
tion now exceeds the demand 
and rentals of this class. of 
building in some cases show @ 
downward tendency.” Local un- 
rest also seriously affected the 
yield from those who might be 
termed the “depressed races”— 
residents on outside roads who 
pay rates but have no votes 
With the wharfage dues thi 
source of revenue will, no doubt, 
revive. And the report ends on 
a bright note: Legal proceed- 
ings recovered outstanding debts 
to the Council to the tune of 
$642.09 and Tis. 29,402.50. We 
are disereetly not told what the 
legal proceedings cost, But 
from another part of the report 
we learn that expenses in con- 
nection with the revision of 
the Waterworks agreement were 
only Tis. 3,550. Now for ne- 
gotiations that lasted eleven 
solid years, that is really a 
triumph of moderation. 









































RIFTS IN NANKING 
Apr. 12, 

‘The dismissal of Mr. Quo 
Tai-chi from the Commi 
ship of Foreign Affairs 
Shangkal throws a vivid light on 
the unhappy divisions within the 
Nationalist Government at Nan- 
King. His address to the Acting 
Chairman of that Government, 
which wo published on Monday, 
must to some extent be discount- 
ed as a not unnatural retaliation 
upon the man who had caused his 
dismissal. But there is plenty 

widenco that Mr. Quo’s 
icisms go deeper than the 
personal sense of injury, He 
strikes at the roots of Nanking's 
present policy. “I held on to the 
Commissionership last February 
when I had first thought of 
resigning.” he says in effect, 
“because I felt that there must 
be at least one member of the 
Party to do something to protect 
the foreign policy of the Kuo- 
mintang.” He interprets this 
policy asa desire to establish 
good relations with foreigners, 
but always with strict regard for 
the essential principles of the 
Kuomintang “as evolutionists 
fighting for the principle of in- 
ternational equality.” And from 
this point of view Mr. Quo goes 
fon in bitter eritiam of Mr. 
Huang Fu’s actions in respect 
‘of the Customs question, the 
‘Atsuta Maru case and the settle- 
ment with Mr. MacMurray of 
the Nanking “incident.” This 
last in particular he attacks as 
“a diplomatic disgrace for the 
Nanking Government. ....a dis- 
tinct violation and great depa 
ture from the spirit and tradi 
tional policy of the Party.” Mr. 
Quo’s line of thought is not 
quite clear here. Does he mean 
that Nanking should not have 
apologized for the Communist 
outfages? Surely not. It is no 


























disgrace whether for Govern- 


ments or individuals to make the| 
amende honorable whre wrong, 
has been done. The upshot of his| 
criticigm, at any rate, is clear’ 
enough. '“The basis of Kuomit 

tang foreign policy is independ- 
ence and initiative. Therein we 
fundamentally differ from the 
diplomacy of mandarins and 
militarists, But now the condi- 
tions in our Party are not what 
they should be. The Party is

‘The mischief lies deeper than 
the rival merits and _per- 
sonal righteousness of any 
two men. ‘That there is in 
Nanking ‘today some paralys- 
ing influence which seems to) 
stultify all effort and falsify all 
promises, eannot be concealed. 
Of the many fair hopes which’ 
shone 80 brightly but two 
months ago, how many hay 
borne fruit? We would n 
scem impatient. We are not. 
oblivious to the difficulties in- 
herent in a time of war and. 
‘especially after the anarchy and 
general dislocation of last year. 
But as we pointed out a few days. 
ago, if there are things 
Nanking cannot yet do, 
many which it might well do but 
does not. In all this we say no| 
more than Chinese are saying. 
No one would accuae our inde- 
fatigable correspondent “F.D.Z."" 
of being lukewarm for the Ni 
tionalist cause. Yet in a letter 
from him which we published on 
‘Tuesday, he wrote: 

“Tt cannot be denied that, for the 

time being, the nationalistic 
movement has degenerated to ‘noth 
ing mort nor less than a farce, as 
Mr, Chu expresses it. The Southern 
Government scems just as selfish 
and corrupt as ‘the ” Northera 
mallitarists which it seoks to destroy; 
hhere as elsewhere, the people’ 
welfare is disregarded and their 
rights trodden under foot.” 
Could anything be more signi-| 
ficant of the disenchantment 
which Nanking has spread? 
Meanwhile we hear of Chinese 
merchants leaving Shanghai for 
inkow, where at least, they 
say, there are no kidnappers and 
they will be free from the in- 
tolerable extortions of Nanking. 
Not less than $16,000,000 is said 
to be wrung monthly from the 
Shanghai merchants. © And no 
‘one has any illusions as to where 
the money really goes. 

The most obvious fault in the 
present system fs that the men 
who ostensibly hold power are 
not those really responsible, It 
is notorious that Dr. C. C. Wu, 
the late Nationalist Minister, 
‘went abroad in utter disgust and 
‘no oye would be surprised to see 
Mr. Quo’s departure followed by 
the resignation of other appar- 
ently important but actually 
powerless officials. No Minister, 
it may be said, is altogether a 
free agent in any country. But 
‘at any rate the people who may 
put a check upon him are 
brother Ministers whose critic- 
ism he hears openly at Cabinet 
meetings. ‘The “power behind 
the throne,” immemorially a rook 
of offence in China, was never 
‘more mischievously potent than 
it is in Nanking to-day, and it 
is encouraged and strengthened 
by the detestable system of con- 
trol that binds the party, off-| 
spring of the Soviet system 
which many-members of the 
Kuomintang have deplored, but 
against which nobody appears to 
have strength and courage to 
rebel. Can it be wondered at. 
that the ordinary Chinese sigh 
for “one man” rule and look

‘The purchase of a 
season ticket costs more at the 
moment; but once paid, it is 
over and done with and the 
parks thenceforward available 
at any time. One foresees that 
a good deal of discretion will 
have to be put into the hands of 
the parkkeepers and they will 
need careful training. But no 
doubt the Council will have 
thought of that. 

We need hardly repeat that. 
we are in favour of admitting 
Chinese to the parks on equal 
terms with foreigners, provided 
the amenities are preserved in 
the manner for which all reason- 
able men are prepared. The in- 
vidiousness of the old exclusion 
could never be defended and is 
even less defensible now that 
there are to be Chinese Muni- 
‘eipal Councillors. “Tt would look 
strange indeed if we invited 
Chinese to sit on our governing 
body but did not admit them to 
our parks, ‘The question is more 
closely bound up with the future 
welfare of Shanghai than we 
imagine or perhaps anyone can 
imagine. Large issues are mis- 
understood or altogether over- 
looked abroad: little: ones are, 




















TI 
exclusion of Chinese from the 
parks, without reckoning the 
gross and unfounded libel to 
which it has given rise and

Missionary educators 
aid claim to it, of coume, and 
G-$900,000 was finally divided be- 
tween mission colleges in Nan 
and Peking, to provide instruction 
in ngricultural, engineering, and 
‘conservancy work having a bearing, 
upon famine prevention. The 
trustoes decided to hoki the balance 
f G.$100,000 for a period of five 
years, ending in April, 1928, as a 
campaign fund to be used in raiking 
larger sums if famine conditions in 
China should warrant such work 
in the five-yeur period, If this 
it spent at the end of the 
five-year period, it’ will also be 
divided between ‘the Nanking and 
Peking colleges. 
A Question of Allocation 
When the Shantang famine first 
came up for discussion in Peking, 
Shanghai, and America, towards 
the close of last year, it was 
generally agreed that the funds 
required for relict ought not to 
‘exceed G.$1,000,000.

sneral Luard's Speech 

Sir Cecil Clementi, the Governor, 
was unavoidably absent, and the 
first opening speech was made by 
Major-General Luard, who said:— 

“Lam sure you will all agree 
with me that an exhibition of this 
kind is sn_ excellent method 
educate the European community in 
this colony in things Chinese. Also 
that it could not have been chosen 
to take place at a better time, 
coming as it does when old mis- 
understandings are being dissipated, 
‘and when we are entering on an 
era of friendship and ood will. I 
may say that it is the desire of the 
promoters that the exhibition may 
help in this direction, 

“I would take this opportunity to 
stress the importance of inter- 
national goodwill, Nations are so 
linked together that if one suffers 
the others feel it, 

‘An exhibition of this nature 
should foster goodwill in many 
ways, viz., by co-operation of mem- 
bers of both nations in producing 
ft, and helping us who come from 
abroad to understand and appreciate 
the genius of the Chincse people.

A Challenge to Kipling 

Then came the address of Sir 
Shouson who voiced his disagree- 
ment and disapproval of the state- 
ment of the noted English novelist. 
He said jn part:— 

“T understand that the object of 
this exhibition is to afford an op- 
portunity fo the many foreign 
residents of this Colony to gain a 
hetter knowledge of Chinese life, so 
that to-day within this building and 
its adjoining grounds they will learn 
something of Chinese arts and 
crafts and see demonstrations of 
Chinese home life together with 
customs and mannera which may 
seem peculiar to those who do not 
understand them. 

“Despite the dictum of Mr. 
Kipling, the East meets West here 
to-day in. friendly co-operation. 
What “Mr. Kipling wrote many 
years ago might have suited his 






































Feriod, but since then times have 


changed, I maintain that Enst and 
West are getting closer together, 
for to-day’s gathering is one 
instance. The exchange of official 
visits recently between H. E. the 
Governor and Marshal Li Chi-hsin 
of Canton is another,

house in ‘this country is charge- 
able as a person residing here for 
for any income tax year (ending 
April 5) in which he visits this 
‘country. For any such year he 
is, in general, assessable in re- 
spect of his own and of his wife's 
income from all sources. Ifis 
Viability in respect of earned in- 
come from a foreign trade or 
employment (i.e. an employment 
wholly carried on abroad the re- 
muneration being received abroad) 
would, however, be restricted to 
amounts remitted to this country. 
Further, if it could be shown that 
hhe was not ordinarily resident in 
this country, his income from in- 
vestments abroad would also be 
chargeable only upon amounts 
remitted here. 

For any income tax year in 
which he did not visit this country 
hhe would not be chargeable as a 
resident, but his wife, if resident 
here, would be chargeable as a 
femme seule in respect of her own 
foreign income, including any in- 
come received’ from him under 
contractual obligation, and as his 
agent in respect of ‘remittances 
made to her from his foreign 
property (e.g, foreign  invest- 
‘ments) but not in respect of re 
mittances from his foreign earned 
income. 

I understand this to mean 
generally: 

1. A resident here can own @ 
house in England without being 
Tiable for tax on the whole of his 

2. Any resident when on home 

leave is liable for tax on remit- 
tances to England. 
3. The wife, who is in Eng- 
snd, of a resident here is not 
iable for tax on remittances 
made to her by him.”

PROPER TRANSLATION OF 
SAN MIN CHU I 


Norrk-CHINA Datty News." 
‘Sit,—One of your correspondenta 
has suggested the translation of 
‘Min Chu I" into “Triple 
and another suggested 
“Sanminism.” Of course "Sane 
minim” is better than the Greek 
term, When I began to translate 
“San Min Chu 1” I used the term 
‘Sanminism,” but finally disearded 
it for the reason that “San Min” 
is by no means a term. It is true 
that “Chu I" corresponds to “ism,” 
but when “ism” ig added to “San 
Min,” which does not make sense, 
the word thus coined is at least 
jaclentific, ‘The word “Min”. én 
jan Min Chu I” ean take no cor~ 
responding English translation, It 
is derived from “Min Tsu,” “Min 
Chuan,” and “Min Sheng,” and bee 
cause ‘these terms all begin with 
“Min,” in Chineso we say “San 
Min.” In English this construction 
corresponds somewhat to the “three 

's” Jn elementary education and 
“thred C's” in credit analysis, Tt 
is just as incorrect to say “three 
Teism’ of “throe C-ism” as to say 
“Three Min-ism” or "Sanminism” 
or “Triple Demism.” 

We have also seen translations 
of “San Min Chu 1” into "the Three 
Poople's Principles,” 
Principles of the Peopl 
‘Three Principles for th 
wrong, since “Min 
eople’s,” nor “of 
tho people,” nor “for the people.” 
In my, "Three Principles English 
Reader” recently published, I have 
adopted the simple translation of 
“Three Principles.” ‘Though it is 
not particularly good, yet it is not 
wrong. The only objection, to this 
translation ix that it ig not specific. 
One may call any three principles 
the Three Principles. ‘This objec« 
tion, however, is not a serious one 
when we remember that many 
terms have come to be understood

Mr, W. A.Pennell Defeats Captain Barrett and Also Wins 
Biggest Break Prize 


‘The final_match in the Shanghai 
Billiard Championship (Senior) 
opened on Tuestay evening in the 
Town Hall, Capt, B. 1. M. Barrett 
meeting Mr, W. A. Pennell in. the 
first half of a game of 2,000 points, 
for decision in four sessions of 500 
points each. There was a very small 
attendance, which was a great pity, 
for Pennell, gave one of the most 
interesting exhibitions ever seen in 
the history of the tournament, not 
‘excelled even by R, C. K. Johnson 
fat his best. At the close of the 
evening’s play, the score was 1,000- 
601 in Pennell’s favour, 


Pennell’s Consistent Play 

‘The early’ play in the afternoon, 
although Pennell then was not show- 
ing his best, indieated that Barrett 
would be left far behind, for, 
whereas he only scored spasmodic 
ily, Pennell put on something at 
‘almost every visit to the table, even 
if he did fall short of the big breaks 
‘with which he so often has been 
credited, When Pennell entered the 
second hundred, Barrett still was 
five points short of his first cen- 
‘tury, and at 800 Pennell had scored 
‘two to one, Barrett then scored 
rather faster for a while, but to- 
‘wards the end Pennell again went 
ahead and finally ran to his points 
with an unfinished break of 51, 
Barrett then being 926, Pennell’s 
average was 12 and Barrett's 8. 

‘After dinner, Pennell missed his 
firet shot, but scored from a fluke, 
‘which, however, did him little good, 
for he only ran the break to 59. 
Barrett replied with 28, and, before 
‘the seoring had gone’ very much 
more against him, seemed to have 
fot well set with some attractive 
middle-pocket play, only to have 
the mortification, at 24, of be~ 
ing stopped by ‘the referee, for 
a foul stroke, he having spotted 
jayed his ball out of baulk. At 
fessive visits, Pennell added 22 
'30, whilst Barrett put on a 21, 
Dut at his next turn Pennell ectipsed 
everything with a delightful run of 
115, amassed principally from middle 
pockets and top of the table play. 
Midway in the break he seemed to 
have come to a stop when the balls 
were close together in a straight 
ine, but he essayed the daring 
stroke of steeplechasing over the 
centre ball to make a cannon, which 
he brought off, although it seemed 
‘to be the general opinion that he did 
not make it off the ball he meant to, 
‘This effort put him 300 ahead at 
two points short of 700.

Which Tt wae the avowed intention 
of the Nationalist party, then under 
the control of the Communists, to 
abrogate.

‘The protence of the Shanghat 
Defence Foree, under the able com- 
mand of Major General ‘Sir John 
Danenn, undoubtedly "saved the 
Settlement and ita” thousands of 
foreigners and. hundreds of thot 
sands. of Chinese from Violation 
during ‘the ‘crucial Weeks ‘of last 
year andthe fact that this large 
{oreo ‘was used solely for purposes 
fof defence and not for aggression 
demonstrated “once more the good- 
‘will of Great Britain to. Chin 

‘The Nanking. incident which oc- 
curred on March 24, lant year, just 
the day before our last annual mivet- 
fg, is still fresh inthe minds of 
wun all and there is no need to" re- 
feapitulite the events which took 
Dlnce and the prompt action of the 
‘American and British ships which| 
unquestionably averted. far ‘more 
serious trouble. " Suifice it to say 
that the resourcefulness and prompt 
Action of the offcers’ in command 
f the ships redound to the credit 
of the British and American navies 
fand shows ,that they. are at all 
fimes. ready to afford protection 
when protection is needed. As we 
fall know, nezotiations are now pro- 
ceeding and it Would, therefore, be 
‘out of place to make further ref- 
ference to this incident except to 
txpress the hope that the nogotia- 
tions will be satisfactorily eonclud- 
edand that adequate reparations 
‘witt'be made. 

‘The effect on the upheaval of last 
year on British trade was naturally 
extremely serious, particularly. in 
the Yangize Valley, where the anti-

Decreased Exports to China 

Whilst it is impossible at the 
resent time to give even approxim- 
late figures of the local losses due 
to loss of property, loss of stocks, 
repudiated debts and the estimated 
loss of profits which would have| 
acerued in a normal year and the 
estimated losses duo to the dis- 
ruption of ‘organizations built up. 
during many years at infinite labour] 
‘and expense, sufficient data is 
available to show that these losses| 
amount to many millions of taels. 

‘The British Board of Trade 
figures for 1927 show that exports 
to China were approximately £4,500, 
000 less than in 1926, representing} 
loss of employment to'a large num-| 
ber of British artisans, particular-| 
ly in the cotton mills of Lancashire, 
‘and to thousands of Chinese who 
‘aro dependent on foreign trade for| 
their livelihood. 

During-the -year your Committee 
hhas been very much occupied with 











the various illegal taxes, viz., taxes| 
imposed in contravention of the; 
treaties between Great Britain and| 





Chin&, by the Nationalists in their} 
endeavour to raise funds for the| 
prosecution of war, without regard 
to the economic effect of such taxes 
and in violation of the treatie:

posts is too long and varied to 
‘enumerate but included in them are| 
cigarettes, kerosene, coal and quite 
recently sugar surtaxes, 
‘Successful Protests 
‘Tho inerease in tonnage dues by 
50 per cont. was effectively con~ 
tested and as a result of ships sail-| 
ing under Consular clearance, with- 
out payment of the 50 per cent. 
Sinerease, it is satisfactory to record: 
that the’ surtax has been eancelled. 
‘The very Inrge increase in import 
duties. on wine and tobacco and the| 
proposed increases on many other} 
Imports which were advertized to] 
come into effect last September led. 
to vigorous protests and definite 
action of a positive nature.

‘This procedure continued 
for some time until the Nationalist 
Government withdrew from 
position, whereupon Consular 
ances Were discontinued. 

The imposition of the Ws 
ton Surtaxes and Luxury Taxes 
having been agreed to by H. M. 
Government are now payable by ali 
British subjects. Tt should be noted 
that Great Britain is the only 
Power that has legalized the pay-| 
‘ment of surtaxes and that, thougt 
paid by the nationals of other| 
powers, the payment is made by’ 
them under protest. 














Uneconomic Increases 





‘Two of the most uneconomic in- 
creases imposed by the Nationalist 
Government are the 50 per cent. 
increase on export duties and the, 
50 per cont, increase on coast trade} 
duties. Both of these duties but} 
particularly the latter are economie- 
ally unsound and their inerease still 
further burdens Chinese traders, 
who are most affected by these 
duties and tends to restrict China’s| 
xport trade which is what she can 
least well afford to do. 

On the arrival of the Southern! 
forces at’ Shanghai, the Committee 
appointed by the Peking Govern. 
ment for the Revision of Tari 
values was transferred from Shang- 
hai to Peking. Mr. A. H. George’ 
acted as British delegate ‘and has 
been in close touch with your Cham- 
per which has endeavoured to sup- 
ply him with all the information| 
‘as to values which he has required. 
The Commission has not yet cot 
cluded its labours, 

‘The next question of importance! 
which arose was that of the im- 
position of stamp taxes on insurance’ 
policies. Thoagh your Committee 
felt that these taxes in themselves: 

















were not wholly unreasonable, the 
fact that they ‘cannot be enforced 
upon all nationals—foreign and 
Chinese—oniformly and without 
discrimination, rendered strong| 
protest against their arbitrary im- 
position necessary. 

The Nanking “Authorities, based 
their action “on. the regulati 
published on October 21, 1912, whieh| 
provided for taxation’ on a very] 
large number of commercial and 
porsonal documents. 

‘The Stamp Tax Proposal 

On December 12 and 13, repre-| 
sentatives of the British, American 
and Japanese Chambers met to con-| 
sider these stamp taxes, and after 
fairly lengthly discussion,  passed| 
the following resolation:— 

“Whereas the Nanking Govern- 
rent has announced its intention 
to. impase stamp taxes, and| 

‘whereas the proposed taxes have 

not been legalized by the treaty! 

powers in so far as they may 
apply to their own nationals, and 

‘whereas the principal of taxation] 

by means of stamp duties is ack 

nowledged as a proper method 
ot raising revenue, provided such 

taxes are reasonable and are im 

posed and enforced uniformly and 

‘without discrimination through- 

‘out the country by duly recognis- 

fed Government or Governments, 

be it therefore resolved that 
“We request our respective| 
Governments’ representatives. to 
confer with each other and with 
the representatives of the other| 
treaty powers in order to. deter- 
rine whether it is possible to 
legalize such stamp taxes in con- 
formity with the above principles 
and we also request our respective 

Government's representatives to 

take steps to protect foreign! 

business against all taxes which| 
have not been duly legalized.” 

At the moment I believe no fur-| 
ther effort has been made to impose 
these stamp taxes in Shanghal. 

‘As the resolution points out such 
taxes are not in themselves necess- 
arily. objectionable provided they! 
are ‘obligatory on every 
national, Chinese and foreign, with- 
‘out discrimination and. throughout 
the whole country. 

New Trade Marks Bureau 

One of tho most _ important 
‘questions which has been consider- 
el by your Committee during the| 
past year is that concerning the re- 
istration of Trade Marks. The 
Trade Marks Bureau at Peking is] 
the only ono recognized by. the| 
Foreign Powers. The Municipality 
of Greater Shanghai some time ago| 
opened a Trade Marks Bureau, 
Which was the forerunner of an 
other burouu receatly established by 
the Nanking Government. This 
Government issued a statement| 
that unless registration were made 
at this Bureau, protection locally 
ould not be guaranteed.  Protesta| 
‘against this Bureau were made by 






































*| most uf the National Chambers, and 


fat the present time the matter is| 
heing dealt with by the Consular} 
Body. “Neodless to say your Com-| 
‘mittge, though not in a position to| 
prevent registration by individaal 
firms, strongly advises local 
merchants not to register at the] 
new Bureau. To do so would but 
tend to negative whatever action 

being, or may be taken by the Con- 
sular Body effectively to deal with| 
an institution which cannot have] 
any legal standing, and which, 
therafore, cannot give that com- 
plete protection which is so necess-| 








In this connection I would recall 
your attention to the “Revised ar-| 
fangement for the Provisional 
Registration of Patents by Fo 

fers” made by the Peking Govern- 
ment. 

‘The British attitude is neither to 
‘encourage nor discourage registra- 
tion, which, when made, appears to| 
amount to little more than, and to! 
bbe a natural sequence to, the pre- 
vious Customs provisional filing of 
trade marks. The attitude of other 
nationals appears, from registration 
figures available, to be one of in- 
difference. Such in brief is the 
history of the regulations down to 
the present time. 


Native Bank Order Question 


Among the many other matters 
dealt with during the year was the 
proposal made towards the end of 
July by the Foreign Exchange 
Bankers’ Association, that on and 
after August 1, 1927, all contracts 
made by import merchants should 
provide for payment by cash of} 
sixht native bank onder bearing the 
Wei Wah Chop. 














It is not an easy matter to change 
an old established custom, and 
though foreign merchants naturally 
realized the advantages which would| 
be derived from the elimination of us 
nce of post dated bank orders, they 
also realised the dificulties in the 
way of making the proposed change! 
ns| effective, unless there was practical 
unanimity and agreement’ on the! 
part of foreign and Chinese Banks! 
‘and merchants, 

Tn making known their proposals 
to merchants the Bankers" Assoc 
tion stated that Shanghal isthe 
only port in China, of, as far as! 
ean be ascertained, elsewhere, in 
Which ‘deliveries are made against 
post dated orders.” What this means 
to the foreign banks and the 
merchants may’ be gathered from 
the fact that in normal times the! 
amounts outstanding on native bank’ 
orders represent an estimated daily 
fotal of from Taels 6,000,000 to 
Tacls 10,000,000 of “unsecured 
debtedness. In other words, Chinese 
are trading on foreign capital to 
this extent. 

‘Tne question was eventually dis- 
posed of by. the adoption of the 
following resolution. ata. mecting| 
of sapresentatives of the various 
national chambers at the General 
Chamber of Commerce which makes| 
action contingent on she opening of| 
the Central Bank of China.

‘and give time for readjustment, 
it is suggested that discussion 
‘and negotiation be opened between

REVIEW OF SHANGHAI 
EXCHANGE MARKET 


For the Week Ending April

Gen, Chien said that the very 
fact that he had been appointed 
‘Commissioner of Gendarmerie show= 
cd that conditions were stilll abnor= 
mal.

Presumably. tired of life and. 
‘éeause they could not marry, the 
adopted parents of Miss Toni Sakai 
having refused to give their consent, 
S. Mizutani and Miss Sakai carried 
out a suicide pact at 152 Range 
Road at some time between 8.30 p.m. 
on April 3 and Monday afternoon 
at 3.80 o'clock, 

Before committing the act, one 
of thom very considerately wrote @ 
notice in Japanese and placed. it 
outside their room door’ as fol- 
Jows:—"Do not enter, the room is 
full of poisonous gas’ 

‘The unhappy couple both of 
whom were employed in the Blucbird 
eafé, the one as a musician, the 
‘other as a dancing partner,” di 
appeared from their place of em- 
ployment lust Tuesday night, and 
hhad not been seen by the manager 
since. ‘The police from “their in- 
vestigations learned that the couple 
had rented_a small attic room 
152 Range Road at about 8.50 p.m. 
fn the same evening. Neither the 
Tandiord or servants on the premises 
saw thom afterwards, They had 
paid one half month's room rent andl 
hhad informed the proprietor that 
they did mot desire to. take any 
meals, The room which they 
gaged avas the only room in the 
Aticand the servants had no reasor 
to meet them oF ‘be in the room. 



































‘The Boy's Discovery 


On Sunday afternoon, ono of the 
servants chanced to visit the attic. 
‘Ho saw the sign on the door but 
not: being conversant with the 
Japanese language thought nothing 
of it, No further attontion was 
riven to the room until yesterday 
afternoon when the landlord thought 

to investixate as he had not seen 
his tenants for nearly a week. He 
saw Sergt, Hale who accompanied 
him to the house, ‘The officer after 
Questioning the servants instructeo 
one of the boys to craw! over the 
gabled vot. The boy saw both of 
them dend on the ted and reported 
to tha officer. Sorgt. Hale im- 
mediately went to 'the door and 
burst in. Upon accing what had 
ippened he notified his superiore 

.nd Det.dinspr, Schmidt came to the 
house. 

Tho room was in perfect order, 
nothing had been disturbed, and 
‘Mizutani and Mt 
fon the bed, her body hi 
partly across his. ‘They lay facing: 
the setting sun. Both were dressed 
An pyjamas, On the floor, but over 
4 Stocro lamp was a brave basi 
fn which remained a thick white 
residue, On the table was an empty 
Bottle “which had contained an 
opiate. The wardrobe door was 
closed and a man's hat lay on the 




















chest of drawers. With the excer- 
tion of a pair of slippers no other 
articles of clothing were seen in 
the room, excepting those, of course, 
which were in the wardrobe. On, 
the table were several photographs,” 
a few letters, some visiting cards, 
and three or four other bettles 
which contained medicine, ‘The 
western window was open. When 
the police arrived rigor mortis had 
set in and both bodies were cold. 


Last Attempt for Life 


According to the deductions of the 
police both had taken part of the 
fpiate, the lubel on the bottle being 
“Adalin.” It seemed that the man 
had taken his instrument ease which 
contained Japanese “mokkin” closed 
it, placed it on the floor and had 
net the lamp upon it. A large 
‘bottle which was labelled Formalin 
had been emptied into a brass pan 
over the limp. The residue was 
gummy and the lamp had completely 
burned“ out: ‘The police further 
conclude that the couple-had lain 
upon tke bed and that Mizutani 
had taken a very large portion of 














He had bled 
slightly from the nostrils, 

Officials are of the opinion that 
Miss Sakai had taken very little 
fof the opiate, and when she saw 
her comrade to the pact was un- 
conscious, that she made a desperate 
attempt to save their lives by open- 
ing the window. She sueceeded in 
this but was so weak that after 
‘opening the window, she fell pros- 
trate over his body—the position 
in which they were found. 

Im the letters, addressed to his 
father and her mother and to their 
friends, the deceased referred to the 
fact that they preferred dying to- 
gether rather than living separate 
ly, they having been denied the 
privilege of marrying. 

‘Migs Sakai is the adopted daugh- 
ter of well-to-do Japanese residents 
‘of Shanghai and she had formed 
her acquaintance with Mizutani 

ince the first of the year. Mizutani 
‘according to information in the 
hands of the Japanese police had 
attempted some time ago to commit 
suicide subsequent to an estrange- 
‘ment with a geisha girl. 

‘After the discovery of the bodl 
Det-Inspr. Schmidt, with whom wa: 
associated Det-Inspr. Nakagawa, 
notified the Japanese Consulate 
and Sub-Inspr. Sugamura, and two 
assistants from the Japanese Con- 

lar police took charge of the 
ease, and an inquest was held on 
the premises. The manager of the 
eafé in which they were employed,

OBITUARY 





Mrs, Edward Evans 


‘Many friends all over China will 
Tearn with deop regret of the death 
of Mrs. Edward Evans,’who passed 
away on Thursday of last week 
at the age of 73. She took 
a chill the previous week at 
mecting of the Door of Hope and this 
led to pneumonia, which proved fatal, 
‘Mrs. Evans was a Now Hampshire 
girl and married the late Mr. Edward 
Evans in 1889; he was a 
man but lad been working for 
several years in Canada, which he 
left imniediately after his marriage 
to come to China as an independent 
missionary. In 1891 Mr. and Mrs. 
Evans founded the well: 
Missionary Home and it w 
work in connection with this that 
caused Mrs. Evans eventually to be 
Known as a sort of mother to all 
missionaries: For many years she 
made a point of meeting them on 
their arrival and seeing to their 
needs. At her silver wedding she 
was presented by the missionary 
body with a silver salver, the highest 
subscription being 20 cents. Monoy 
had come in from all over China, 
In 1900 Mrs, Evans founded the 
Door of Hope and this to the day of 
her death was her supreme interest. 
‘She was first treasurer and then for 
15 years chairman.

That, however, did 
not fill the sum total of his work 
for this organization, for as tho| 
society's senior past president, he 
‘was called upgn to act many times 
in the chair when there were 
tabsentees. On account of this, and. 
because of his readiness to assist in 
anything tending to further the in- 
terests of the society, he has been 
familiarly known among members 
for years past as “the good old. 
standby.” ‘This in ited is a very 
high tribute to his popularity. Mr. 
Davis, however, did not allow St. 
George's Society to monopolize all 
his activities, but he was” keenly 
intorested in all charities, not only 
assisting with his services, but there 
have been very few occasions when 
his name has not appcared as a 
generous donor. In the departure 
fof him and Mrs, Trenchard-Davis, 
Shanghai loses two of its best 
workers for the sweet cause of

‘ed some of his prowess in his later 
years in China, although he no

Breakers: Naval Pioneers of the Rapids 


{It is to be supposed that many| 
minds will hark back when the news 
‘gets spread that H.M.S.'s Woodlark 
and Woodcock have served. their 
time on the Yangtze run, and will 
be taken over, as it were, by the 
highest bidder, . 
| ‘The Woodaock, in fact, has al- 
ready beon sold after all her naval 
ear and armament had been re- 
(moved from her, and is now being 
broken up by a’ Chinese firm from 
‘Hongkong a few miles down the 
[Whangpoo. The Woodlark is 
teaming from Hankow at the pres- 
time for Shanghai, where she 
‘Will be “stripped to her gantling’ 
before being put up for sale in 
‘bout a fortnight’s time, 

‘The two gunboats have had ad- 
Venturous careers on the Yangtze. 
They were built in 1897 and came 
but for China service directly.

Extraordinary General Meeting 
to Consider Ways and Means 





i.| An extraordinary general moet- 


ing of the North China branch of 
the Royal Asiatic Society has beon 
called for Thursday, April 26, at 
5.30 p.m. in the Society's lecture 
hall, 5 Museum Road, to consider 
and’ decide on steps to be taken re- 
garding re-building necessitated by 
the serious structural condition of 
the Society's present premises. 

Tm the course of a circular, the 
Society says:— 

Our present building was erected 
in the year 1863 at a cost of Tis. 
2,200, this sum being donated by 
members and others interested in 
the work of our Society. The building 
has served its purpose well, but our| 
architects now advise us that it has| 
reached the end of its economic life. 
By this, they mean that the cost of | 
repairs will inerease from year to 
year and that the time has come to 
Consider re-building. Not only have 
many defects appeared through axe, 
‘but white ants have attacked the 
building and done considerable’ 
damage. Live white ants wore dis- 
feovered in some of our bookcases 
and destroyed a certain number of| 
pamphlets. They also attacked two 
Of the wood columns in oar lecture 
hall, rendering it necessary to renew 
them immediately, White ants have! 
alzo attacked the roof and are still 
active there; they have already. 
featon away the wall plates, causing. 
the tie beams to drop several inches, 
‘The corrugated roof covering is in 
fa very bad condition and, should it 
he removed to give access to the 
faulty tie beams and wall plates, 
an entirely new covering will be 
necessary. 

Future Contingencies 

‘The expenditure of several 
thousand taels would be required to 
make good the existing defects in 
the building with a certainty of 
other defects appearing.

Bt is common knowledge among 
‘those who are interested, that the 
Hongkong & Shanghai Banking Cor- 
‘poration has held a lien on tho pro- 
erty of the China Merchants Steam 
Navigation Co, for some consider- 
able time by reason of advances of 
fome millions of dollars. Tt has 
also been known that, although the 
ships and wharves of the company 
have been operated at considerable 
Brofit, the interest on the loans has 
been in arrears, Also, as recently 
pointed out in the 
‘China Daily. News," the 
of those actually operating the 
‘company's steamers and wharves 
have been allowed to fall dis- 
gracefully” behindhand. Tho situa-

S. COURT FOR CHINA 


DEFENDANT'S APPEAL 
DISMISSED 


In a decision given to the press 
on Monday, Judge M, D. Purdy, 
sustained the decision of Mr. N. EL 
Lurton, then U. S. Commissioner, 
in the’ action instituted by Jian 
Shanggh, building contractor, against 
the Commercial Lixpress & Storage 

for an unpaid contract, the same 
ineerning the construction of a wall 
‘on defendant's property on, Cadas- 
tral Lot 2741, on Baikal Toad. 

Plaintiff alleged that he had con- 
structed the wall, had had paid him 
Tis. 200 on uecount, and that a 
balance of Tis. 560 ‘was still due. 
Defendant alleged that he had re- 
fused to pay the balance, because 
the wall would have to be torn down 
and rebuilt, inasmuch as. plaintift 
had fuiled to provide enough cement 
—with too much sand to insure 
Substantiability. Defendant further 
alleged that plaintiff had built the 
wall nearly one foot within the pro- 
perty line, instead of on the line. 

‘At the hearing in the Commis- 
sioner’s Court, Major C. P, Holcomb 
represented plaintiff, while Mr. F. 
J. Schuhl appeared ‘for dete 

his decison, Judge 
sustained the judgment in the lower, 
Court, 

In the appeal, which was filed on 
December 23, 1927, Judge Purdy 
ruled ag follows, in part:—

‘Tt seems to me that if the 
defendant was desirous of having 
‘any particular kind of mortar used 
fn the construction of this bound- 
ary wall, that sfecifieations to that 
‘effect should have been made a 
part of the boundary wall contract. 

“rhe final question for considera- 
tion involves: the ruling of the 
Court in refusing to sustain defen- 
dant’s objection to the evidence of 
plaintiff's witness, Valdimar Polnov- 
‘sky, taken before the Court on the 
morning ot November 7, 1927. 

In view of the fact’ that coun- 
sel for the defendant was advised 
‘on Sunday, November 6, that the 
‘ease was to be taken up before the 
Court on the following morning, 
‘and the counsel for the defendant 
failed to appoar at such hearing: 
without furnishing some evidence of 
his inability to be present, I am 
inclined to think that the Court was 
Justified in taking the testimony of 
the witness, Polnovay, although Mr, 
Schuhl was not present at the 
hearing. 

“This point does not appear to 
have bean presented to the Court 
below at the time of the argument 
of this case, and is not referred to 
in tho opinion, nor is any argument 
presented to me upon this appeal as 
to why this ruling of the Court! 
should be held to constitute rever- 
sible rror.” 

In conelusion, his Honour affirmed 
the judgment of the lower Court, 
and awarded plaintiff the amount 
‘sued for, Tis. 560, and interest and 
costs.

Mr. Grant Mark was sued in the 
US. Consular Court on Wednes- 
day by the Horse Bazaar & Motor 
Con, Lids, (registered in Hongkong). 

The Shanghai Horse Bazaar & 
Motor Co, Ltd., claimed that the 
defendant was inlelited to them 
for the sums of $16222 and 
‘Tis. 497.05, the latter amount being. 
for goods supplied ete., and also for 
Inbour etc, from March 1925. 

The case was heard by Commis. 
sioner Alexander Krisel; plaintitt 
was represented by Mr. C. 8. 
Franklin, and the defendant by Mr. 
F. J. Schuhl. 

Payment had been demanded, said 
the plaintiffs, in the original’ pet- 
ition which was heard by the Com- 
missioner, Mr. Nelson P. Lurton,, 
Tast year, and the defendant had 
refused to pay. A counter claim had 
been entered. 

Failing the first count the plain. 
tiff sought judgment on a second 
count — that of Tis, 449.15, and 
$146.60, with costs. 

‘Mr, Franklin stated that the case 
had been “about half before 
Mr. Lurton,” and it would save con- 
siderable time if he and Mr. Schuht 
were permitted to ask for a recess 
for ten minutes or so, in order that 
‘a number of the counts might be 
eliminated. The Commissioner: 
granted the recess, and during the 


























recess the opposition lawyers 
climinated several points of dis- 
‘agreement. 


‘The first witness called was one 
Bacon W. Yau, chief clerk in the 
Shanghai Horse Bazaar and Motor 
Cou, Ltd. 

‘The Commissioner asked if any 
reply had been recived to the 
counter claim of the defendant, and 
Mr. Schuhl (for the defendant) 
stated that there was no reason — 
according to a recent judgment — 
why the defendant should reply to 
‘a counter elaim. 

Mr. Schuh! questioned witness 
with regard to his method of book- 
keeping, and atked him whether en- 
tries in'the books were made from 
chits. — Witness said all entries 
‘were made from chits — but he 
seemed rather confused, and after- 
wards said that entries were some- 
times made without“ehits, Inter say- 
ing that sometimes entries were 
from the book which was kept in 
the godown. 

‘Mr. Franklin interjected that en- 
jes could be made without chits 
“T can go to garages,” he said “with- 
‘out signing 

“Then you must have exceptional- 
ly good credit” rejoined Mr. Schuhl, 























Mr, Franklin attempted to prove 
several items in the account for 
‘which no chits could be produced, 
‘and he admitted that he could not 
produce the hits, for no chits were 
Signed. Mr. Schuhl thereupon con- 
tended that the books could not be 
taken as evidence, for ‘they were 
not original entries. 

‘The Commissioner told Mr, 
Franklin: that it was a question of 
Taw whether they could get the books 
of. the plaintiffs admissable as 
‘evidence, and Mr. Schuhl said he 
would challenge every item in the 
books which was not supported by 
a chit. 

Question of Admissibility 

Again addressing Mr. Frankl 
the Commissioner said that calling 
evidence to prove the entries made 
fon a certain date would not neces 
sarily make the books admissible, 

‘Mr. Schuhl contended that some 
of the entries had undoubtedly been 
made in error. Asan instance there 
was an entry in the books for Han- 
son, and that entry had been crossed 
out and altered to Mark, To that, 
Mr, Franklin replied that since $he 
‘case had commenced, last year, the 
‘books had bien kept in the American 
Court. 

‘The Commissioner said that as 
far as he could see the amounts in 
‘question were $24 and Tis, 420.86. 


Repair Job Entry 
Mr, Schuhl asked witness whether 
he recognised the job list for 
‘Tis. 358, and also asked him if he 
‘knew the ear,was Hanson's. — Wit 
ness admitted that he knew the cat 
was Hanson's, and said the only. 
reason he put the amount of repairs 
to Mark's account was beeause Mr. 
Fraser had told him to do s0. 

Mr. Schuhl also asked witness 
concerning another job account for 
Tis. 44, which showed on the top 
‘of the account the China Realty Co. 
Why was that accounted to Mr. 
Grant Mark? Did he not know 
that Mr, Mark had no connection 
with that company? 

‘Witness replied that he knew Mr, 
Mark belonged to the China Fin- 
‘ance Con bit he had been told to 
eredit the account to him. 

Mark Grant was questioned by 
‘Mr. Franklin, and he stated that he 
had very definitely disputed the bill 
‘of the plaintiffs. There was some 
question regarding a counter-claim. 
‘The defendant claimed that the 
Horse Bazaar had promised him 50 
per cent. of the amount of Tis. 1.400 
which Grant aid he could collect 
from one S. T. Huang, whom the 
Horse Bazaar’ could ‘not trace. 
Grant traced the man and the Horse 

money — but 
























Replying to the 
witness said that when he sipned 
chits at the Horse Bazaar he sign- 
‘ed them ax separate from the China 
Finance Co. ehits, “He had a person- 
fal account with the Horse Bazaar, 
‘and on his private account he pur: 
chased gasoline. 


‘The Insurance Money 

‘The Commissioner told witness 
that there was an account for Tis, 
400 odd regarding repairs to a 
Studebaker ear, and asked him if 
the insurance’ money had been 
collected — 

Witness said he could not tell, 
‘but he presumed that it had teen. 

Were the repairs of Tis. 198 and 
‘Tie, 153 collected? — I do not know 
—probably they were. 





Mr. Schuhl: Did you ever receive 
the money, or did you ever make 
acclaim? — I did not. 





Mr. Franklin: Was that the 
China Insurance Co. account.—Yes, 

Mr. Fraser, the manager of the 
Horse Bazaar, was questioned and 
cross-examined, He said that Mark 
had no arrangement with his firm, 
In reply @ Mr, Schuhl he said that 
he had only the debits and credits 
to account for. 

‘The accountant-secretary of the 
firm was next called, He stated 
that there had been no agreement 
made with Mark that he eduld col- 
leet money from the Horse Bazaar 
in respect to the debt of Huang. 
‘That matter had been referred to 
Platt & Co, the Company's solici 
tors in 1922, and in 1923 it became 
obvious that the only way in which 
they could collect the money due 
to them was by asking for judiement 
against Huang and putting him in 
prison, Mark came to the office, 
and, referring to his outstanding 
jeccount, said he was very interested 
and wanted to arrest Huang. 











Accounts Mixed Up 


Replying to Mr. Franklin witness 
‘said that the accounts of the China 
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Finance Co, and the China Realty 
Co, had been mixed up, but Mark 
‘had stated that the accounts could 
de settled, Te was ona Saturday 
afternoon when Mark made that 
arrangement, but as he did not turn. 
up witness left the office. If it 
had been a mere adjustment of the 
accounts then it was nothing to do 
with the witness. He was merely 
‘the accountant of the firm, and it 
was not up {0 him to state whether 
fa certain job was worth Tis. 100 
or Tis, 40. 

Asked by Mr. Schuhl whether he 
stated that he would give Mark 50 
per eent. to collect Huang’s account, 
Witness ‘replied “I said nothing.” 
He admitted that judgment was 
filed in 1922 and that judgment wa 
not collected until 1935. 

‘Mr, Schuh! contended that if it 

had not been for Mark then they 
would not have collected judgment, 
Dut witness replied that they would 
ave got it anyway. He agreed 
that the accounts of the China Fin- 
ance Co, and the China Realty Co.

Eaid to Mark: “Ifyou can collect 
this amount T shall be very pleased 
indeed. 
“We will pay anyone commission

Grant Mark, in the box again, 
stated that he’ was responsible for 
the arrest of Huang, and in reply 
to the Commissioner he said he did

‘Tho decisions of the Court of 
Fist Instance in three cascs which 
were ordéred by the Nanking Pro- 
vineial Government to be retried, 
‘were altered in the Provisionat 
Court, 

Before Judge Tseng and Mr. Van 
den Berg, Senior Consul’s Deputys 
two coolies, who had been sentenced 
to life imprisonment by Judge Wan 
‘and Mr. Shimizu for armed robbery, 
attempted armed robbery, and the 
possession of arms and ammunition 
Jast year, had their sentences re« 
duced to two years and 10 months 
and two ycars, respectively. ‘The 
Nanking Government ordered the 
retrial on the following grounds:— 
(a) That the accused claimed that 
his confession was forecd from him 
by the police: (b) accused's denial 
that he had Ted the police to, the 
scene. of the robbery; and (e)" the 
‘complainant's failure to sign a bond 
fof oath when he gave evidence. 

In the second ense, two ricsha 
coolics, originally, fentenced 10 
death by Judge Wan on charges of 
attempted murder, armed robbery 
fon October 18, 1927, at 556 Ferry 
Road, and on two other charges of 
armed robbery, had their sentences 
reduced to imprisonment for life 
and 15 years, respectively. ‘The 

Government's reasons for 
J were that the complaine 
not sign the bond of oath 
when he gave cvidence of identificn- 
tion, and because of a technicality: 
th regard to the Chinese Provi~ 
sional Code as applicable to joint 
principals in an offence, 
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Sudge Hsiung and Mr. Vat don 
Berg re-heard the third case in 

fhich two membcrs of an armed 
tidniapping gang were sentenced to 
‘death on a charge of kidnapping 
he son of a wealthy compatriot in 
the Sinza District on November 23, 
i927, 

‘The boy had just entered the car 
when ‘the kidnappers forced the 
Griver from his seat and drove off 
fn their anxiety to got away quiel 
ly’ the car collided with a tree in 
Seymour Road. The police were 
notified and, after a thorough 
search, a Chinese was found in a 
icaha’ in’ the French Concession, 
‘whose appearance led the police to 
Buspect that he had taken’ part in 
the kidnapping, because his head 
was in bandages, He was identified 
by the servants, and, acting on in- 
formation, the second accused was 
arrested in connection with the 
crime, 

Grounds for retrial were that, 
after the motor ear collided with 
‘the tree, the kidnappers absconded 
and in consequence the complainant 
got free. Since the kidnapping was 
Hot successfully carried out owing 
to the accident. the punishment 
ehould be mitigated according to 
article 2 acction 2, of the New 
Bandit Laws. The original judg 
ment was too severe ind heavy. 

The Court ordered that the sen- 
fences of death should be altered 
to imprisonment for life,

Premier's Announcement in House of Commons: Consternation 
on London Market: Big Deals in America 


London, Apr. 4 

In the House of Commons this 
‘efternoon tho Premier, the Rt, Hon.

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NEW DISCOVERIES IN 
ACOUSTICS 


Inventor's Remarkable Results 
in Dealing With Sound 


‘Stockholm, Mar, 15. 
Professor H. Kreuger, of the 
Royal College of Technology of 
Stockholm, has reached a series of re- 
markable results in mastering the 
elusive sound waves and has. also 
‘heen able to remodel and to improve 
‘the acoustics of large concert and 
assemoly hally in Sweden by his new 
methods, : 

In order to define the sound 
isolating, qualities of different build- 
ing constructions, the professor hax 
invented new devices, capable of 
measuring the volume and strength 
of the sound within wide limits, 
from very stronz sound down to 
those that are hardly audible to the 
physical car. By means of these 
Instruments, it has been possible to 
photograph the sound waves, to de- 
fine thelr special characteristics and 
to investigate the transmission of 
the sound through walls, doors, 
windows, pipes, ete. 

Hand in hand with this work he 
Tas specialized in a different field, 
the investizating and improving: of 
acousties in large rooms and halls. 
‘Thus, the neoustics of the new con- 
cort hall In Stockholm. originally. 
turned out to be a considerable dis- 
appointment, but Professor Krewger, 
through certain comparatively 8 
changes in the structure of the hall, 
‘was able to eliminate the drawbnel 
and to make the acoustics satis 
factory. Similarly oxcellent results 
have been reached in other well. 
known assembly halls in Stockhol 
and: Gothenburg. Through this

“that all the labour of the ages, all 
‘the devotion, all the inspiration, all 
‘the noonday brightness of human 
wenins, are destined to extinction in 
the vast death of the solar system, 
and that the whole triumph of 
man’s achievement must inevitably 
bo buried beneath the débrie of a 
universe in ruins.” ‘That is the 
‘vordiet of the modern stole philo- 
sophy, the actual words of one of the 
‘eleverest of them, which are echoed 
n much of the popular writing of 
‘our time, 





















Te would be a very kill-joy 
doctrine, except that those who lay 
stress on it would admit that the 
catastrophe is very far away.

The 
operatic Peking drama should be 
preserved, after the best traditions, 
by great ‘artists; while transitional 
drama might be developed by an- 
other group. Tt would be a mis-| 
fortune to mix the two, to lose the 
Priceless charm of the old school, 
and produce mediocre works of the 
transitional style. In as much as 
the day must come when the mod- 
‘ern spoken drama, improved by’ 
trained playwrights and actors, will 
find a place among the’ masses, it| 
stands to reason that the tran 
tioral drama, done in good taste as 
exemplied by the efforts of Mr, Ou-| 
yang Ya-tsing, will not only help’ 
‘sustaM the interest of the public: 
in the change from operatic to 
spoken drama, but will also furnish, | 
in the meantime; what Chinese 
audiences seck—entertainment, re- 
laxation, with an obvious but harm- 
ess dash of moralization.

institution, The three-storey build- 
ing of the former Institute has 
southern exposure and will provide 
splendid accommodation for the new 
hospital.

are to be subscribed by the publi 
Accordingly a committee of 20 were

New add half-a- 
teaspoonful of cinnamon and nut- 
meg (grated) and a little salt, Fry 
the pancakes very thin, and sorve

Beat the butter to a cream, 
then beat in the sugar and flour; 
beat the eggs woll, add T gill of 
milk and stir gradually into the 
flour, ete, Beat all well together, 
turn into greased saucers and bake 
in a quick oven for 20. minutes, 
Heat some jam in a saucepan and 
when the pancakes are cooked slip.
